Greek dramatiste—Enuripides, ;

it is in Rome, howevér, that we first 
begin to recognise the journalistic touch. 
Though Xenophon has been called the 
first of the war correspondents and 
father of Tory | AE nigga the honour of 
being the first daily journalist belongs to 
that versatile man, Julius Cesar; for the 
Acta Diurna were begun at his bidding 
and were issued under his personal super- 
vision. They contained a daily record of 
much that passed in the capital, and, in 
form have much in common with our 
familiar morning paper. It is interesting 
to think that the modern journalist had 
his counterpart in Rome before the 
Christian Era. 

The newspaper, however, as we know it 
to-day, is a comparatively modern growth. 
In the closing years of the sixteenth century 
ballad-aheets, describing battles and 
murders, were sold by mercuries or 
hawkers, who sang their contents in the 
streets. Every statesman and aristocrat 
had his ‘‘ intelligencer,’” who kept him 
supplied with the ‘news of the day. Most 
of the sixteenth century journalists were 
law-clerks, and some of them were no 
mean men at their job. Reference to 
copies still extant ‘of these early news- 
sheets show that they consisted of Court 
conversations with merchants in 
and extracts from letters from 
the Continent. _It is generally thought 
that the first “English newspaper was 
printed in the reign of Elizabeth, and 
entitled The English Mercurie. In 
support of this theory a copy of the sheet, 
preserved in the British Museum, is 
quoted, but experts have declared this to 
he a forgery. No genuine newspaper of 
the sixteenth century is in existence, but 
English, German, French and Italian 
pamphlets survive, with such titles as 
“ Newes from Spaine,’’ and the like. 


ITALY THE PIONEER. ri 


In the early years of the seventeenth 
century they became very numerous. In 
1614 we find Burton, atthor of ‘‘ The 
Anatomy of Melancholy,’’ pointing a 
sereasm against the non-reading public by 
aiding: ' Tí they read a book at any 
time .... .’tis an English chronicle, 
sir Huon of Bordeaux, Amadis de Gaul, 
etc..:or a play-book, or some pamphlet of 
newee, ' 

The descriptive name of the early 
printed periodicals of foreign news was 
coranto—a “currant of newés, or a 
running relation.’’ The word, Italian in 
origin, is now supplanted by the French 
version courant. An earlier term some- 
times. employed to describe ‘ these 
periddicals was “ gazet,”’ also “Italian 
originally. This referred to* the well- 
known Venetian ‘‘ Gazette,’’ a written 
neve, aper circulated from about the 
middle of the sixteenth century ; and this 
would point to Italy as the pioneer home 
of the modern newspaper. 

Letters of Intelligence used to reach 
London “nbout once a week—on Tuesdays— 
sud it was not fill after the. Civil. Wars 
that a Saturday's post was added, thus 
sivilig a considerable impetus to the 
business. carried on by the scriveners. 
About this ‘time, too, a system of “' short 
writing ” was invented, and during the 
troublous times which preceded the 
vebellion of 1641, this system was much in 
deniand for Parliamentary reporting. I 
mret be bhorne in mind, though, that 
nothing was allowed to be printed withont 
the sanction cf the licencer appointed by 
the Crown ; and the Star Chamber in 1637 
provided for the regulation and printing 
of all news. The publication of printed 
news Was a right of the Crown, an 
interference with affairs of State, and an 
incitement to a breach of the peace.”’ 


THE FIRST WEEKLY. 

The first newspaper, Nathaniel Butter’ s 
Weekly Newes, appeared on August 2nd, 
1622, and dealt solely with the German 
wars. Fletcher in ' Fair. Maid of the 
Inn ” (Act IV. Scene 2.) obviously refers 
to Butter in the following passage: ‘* It 
shall be the ghost of some lying stationer : 
\ spirit shall look as if butter would not 
melt in his mouth; a new Mercurius 
Gallo-Belgicus.”’ 

Like all new things, the news-sheets had 
their critics: Samuel Sheppard, writing 
in Mercurius Pragmaticus, thus describes 
the news-books of his day: “‘ No rest day 
ov night with these cursed caterpillars, 
Perfect Passages, Weekly Occurencics, 
Scout, Spye, Politicus, Diurnal, the Devil 
and his dam. If the State have occasion 
for soldiers, they may no doubt press a 
whole regiment of these paper vermin. . . 
Tro see men grossly abused in their beliefs, 
the whole nation deceived and gulled out 
of their money by a company of ignorant 
snukes, of whom (one only excepted) 1 
dare aver none of them was ever guilty of 
writing one line of sense. They prey upon 
ihe printers_or stationers, the stationer 
upon the hawker, and the hawker on 
everybody, But the cream of the jest is, 
how they. take their time and rises, one 
upon Monday, t’other on Tuesday, a third 
on Wednesday, and so come over one 
another's backs as if they were playing at 
leap-frog. . It would much refresh 
a man with laughter to consider how these 
liakeshames piece and patch up that 
shove said account which they weekly 
diffuse among the people.

KNIGHTED FOR TRUTH. 


Under Cromwell the chief papers were 
Merevrviue Politicus and the Publir 
latelliqenccr. They were to a large extent 
oficial publications, and ultimately 
joined forces and became the present 
London Gasette, The years following the 
Restoration were troublous ones for the 
Press. It is during this period that we 
first see a definite attempt being made by 
writers and publishers to establish the 
principle of freedom of expression. The 
most notable name in this connexion is 
that of L’Estrange, publisher of The 
Obscrvator (1681), who issued his paper 
wi.) the avowed @bject of discrediting the 
notorious Titus Oates and the preying 
gang who surrounded him. Desnite heavy 
fines and imprisonment, L’Estranze 
continued to print the truth in his paper, 
regardless of the consequences, His 
reward came in 1665 when James II. 
knighted him in recognition of his services 
to the Common weal. 

Some of L’Estrange's colleagues were 
not so fortunate, and one, at least, had to 
my with his life for his fearless action

Universal Register, on the Ist January, 
1785, that the newspaper, as we now 
regard it, definitely established itself as 
the all-powerful Fourth Estate.

Relics of Fire Worship. 


In Ireland there are many superstitions 
and superstitious customs that have their 
origin in fire worship, or, more correctly, 
the worship of the sun through the 
symbolism of fire. These superstitions are 
mainly associated with the ghanging 
seasons, following, therefore, the course of 
the sun., On New Year's Eve it is unlucky 
to let the fire burn low as midnight 
approaches ; for the coming year should be 
greeted with a bright and living blaze 
upon the hearth. On the first of May the 
coming of summer is heralded by care of

allowed to burn itself out. If the fire, for 
any reason, should go out, ill-luck may be 
averted from the house by rekindling it 
with a burning sod borrowed from the live 
fire on a neighbour’s hearth. The bon 
fires of St. John’s Eve are the good fires 
once kindled on Midsummer Eve to greet 
the rising of the sum on the morning of 
Midsummer Day. Watch was kept on the 
Hill of Howth for the first ray of sunrise. 
and a great fire was immediately kindled 
on the summit, which was the signal for 
the lighting of a chain of bon fires on tho 
hilltops throughout the whole country. In 
Christian times the custom became 
associated with St. John, not because of 
any special fitness in the symbolism, but 
merely because the anniversary of the 
saint is on the same date. There were 


the f~-t of November, 
when tue sun wanes; these were symbolic 
of the death of the sun-god and the 
turning loose of the spirits of evil. Traces 
of these ideas are still associated with All 
Hallows Eve; but, approximating as they 
did to devil worship, strong efforts were 
made in Christian times to stamp thi«m 
out, 


Ghe Old Waltz. 


Many of those who look on the old 
waltz as the pretty manifestation of thre 
primness and propriety of a former day 
will, doubtless, be amused at the horror 
with which some Dubliners regarded it 
when it first became fashionable in the 
days of Napoleon Bonaparte. One gentlo- 
man was hea to remark at a hall 
at which these “ strange sights “were first 
witnessed: “ I'd rather see my girls dead 
than making such an exhibition,’’ and in 
these days of negro dances and talk of the 
consequent immorality it is interesting to 
hear that he also thought: “ I hope these 
foreign dances may never take root here, 
we are bad enough without them.” About 
the same time, a married lady, apparently 
persuaded that our Irish maidens were 
much more susceptible than any others, 
announced: “ The Germans only look on 
these frisks and embraces as their national 
dance, but the case is very different with 
our Trish lasses,’’ 


Lloyd s. 


The long succession of gales, with the 
concomitant danger to shipping; has been 
an anxious time for “ the focus and centre 
of the world’s sea-borne trade and 
commerce,’’ Lioyd’s Rooms. The rooms 
are that part of the Royal Exchange 
devoted to marine insurance. The name 
derives from one Edward Lloyd, who kept 
a coffee-house in Tower street at the end 
of the seventeenth century. Lloyd had a 
numerous and efficient staff of agents at 
home aud abroad who kept him posted 
with the latest and most trustworthy news 
of the movements’ of vessels. In 1692 he 
removed to Lombard street, and four years 
later began the issue of Lloyd's News. 
containing information of value to 
shipping. In 1721 this paper became 
Jdoy?s List. The news centre  sooti 
developed into a place for donducting 
marine insurance, and in 1771 the under- 
writers and brokers moved to tlope’s Head 
"alley, known by the title of New Lloyd's; 
snd in 1 the business removed to two 
rooms in the upper part of the Royal 
Exchange, where it is still carried on. In 
conjunction with . insarance is. issued 
{Jovd’s Register, in which appear all 
british shivs and such foveicn as qualify 
by submitting to inspection by L'*yd’'s 
surveyors and the payment of the requisite 
fee.

An Educational Experiment. 


Rhe death of Mr. William Leyden in Bel- 
fast the other day recalls one of the most 
fruitful of educational experiments in 
modern times in Ulster, and, indeed. in 
Ireland. This was the inangypration of 
the most natural “method of teaching 
languages, a system which is appropriately 
called the phrase method. The late Rev. 
Domhnall Toal was its inventor. 

By profession, Mr. Leyden was a 
national school teacher, but it was neither 
in his own school in Belfast, nor in any 
of the official institutions that his most 
enduring work was done. It was in the 
organising ability he displayed in the 
voluntary Gaelic college, An Ard-Sgoil 
Ultach, founded by the Belfast Gaelic 
League, that Mr. Leyden showed himself 
possessed of talent beyond his fellows. He 
was one of those quiet, persistent workers, 
careless of the limelight, but with energy 
that kept him labouring at all hours cf 
the day and night on behalf of anything 
in which he was interested. á 

The snecess of An. Ard-Sgoil Ultach, was 
due to its thorough practice of Father 
Toal’s phrase method. Father Toal 
himself had a real genius for teaching.

Mr. Leyden was secretary and registrar 
of the college for several vears after its 
foundation, and, although he was not on 
its teaching staff, his work in organising 
and maintaining the college links his name 
closely with Belfast's successful effort to 
make Gaelic speakers.

Owner of Famous Pictures. 


The Earl, who is the eleventh holder 
of the earldom, succeeded his father in 
1883. He is the owner of many valuable 
pictures, and in particular has some 
choice examples of the work of Sir Peter 
Lely, the famous Court painter of the 
period -of Charles I. 

The Barony of Delvin, which he also 
holds, is an ancient Irish title. One of the 
early Barons received grants of land in 
Westmeath many centuries ago, and many 
of his successors have been prominent in 
Trish public life. The tenth Baron was 
Deputy to the Chief Governor of Ireland 
in the middle of the fifteenth century. and 
was appointed Seneschal of Meath in 
1452 

The fourteenth Baron Delvin was im- 
prisoned for a time in the Tower of 
London on charges of infidelity, but his 
innocence was later proved, and he was 
uiven fresh grants of land in Ireland.

Che Dying Provost. 


Visitors to Trinity College are often 
eurious about the sarcophagus in the 
Examination Hall, which is generally 
known as the ‘‘ Dying Provost.’’ 
myself have always been in doubt as to 
the meaning of the group; but I discovered 
the other day some information con- 
cerning if. 

The Provost is, of course, Richard Bald- 
win, He occupied this post for forty-one 
Years, and was a fellow-student of Swift, 
beth in Trinity College and at Kilkenny. 
He is represented us being supported by 
the mourning university, while an angel 
beside him points to a crown of 
immortality which she holds in her hand.

Fire Worship. 


The custom among women of decorating 
their faces with patches did not originate, 
as is sometimes su y at the Court of 
Louis XV. In Fairholt’s ' Costume in 
England,’’ a woman in the time of Charles 
the First is shown with very elaborate 
patches upon her face, the objects repro- 
sented being a coach and horses, a star, 
and two moons, not to mention a disc-like 
patch upon her, chin. Pepys dul 
recorded his wife’s appearance with 
patches :—‘‘ My wife seemed very pretty 
to-day, it being the first time I had given 
her leave to wear es.' Lady Castle- 
maine, whose word was law, decreed that 
patches could not be worn with mourning. 

In the reign of Queen Anne patches 
were used by women as’ party symbols, 
the Whigs patching on the ri ht and the 
Tories on the left side of the face. Those 
who were neutral appear to have decorated. 
both cheeks. In vain did the Spectator, 
with playful raillery, try to moderate 
such extreme party spirit. In fact, brides 
often stipulated that they should be free 
to wear patches on whichever side of the 
face they pleased, regardless of their 
husband’s political convictions. Forty 
years later the patch was still not only in 
existence, but “ threatened to overwhelm 
the female face altogether.’’

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Viennese Amenities. 


Mention was made recently in the 
“ Diary ” of some of the amenities pro- 
vided in workmen's flats in Vienna. One 
of special interest to women, and which 
should certainly be introduced into any 
similar schemes here, is the provision of 
a communal hall for washing clothes. This 
necessary task, and the subsequent drying 
of the garments, is. always a problem to 
flat-dwellers, but is solved in a very satis- 
factory manner by giving to every woman, 
in a large room in the basement, a 
numbered wash-tub. and ample supplies 
of hot and cold water. The clothes, when 
taken out of the tub, are hung on a thing 
like a large clothes horse, which slides 
out of the wall, and is then pushed back 
into an electrically-heated receptacle. In 
twenty minutes the clothes are bone-dry, 
and can be ironed by electric irons. To 
anyone who hae struggled with a week's 
washing under adverse circumstances a 
comparatively simple arangement like 
that in use in Vienna would be the 
greatest boon and blessing; and there is 
no doubt that the doing away with clothes 
lines, draped with garments, slung from 
window to window, would be an esthetic 
improvement sadly needed here.

Musical experts are complaining that 
the bass voice does not in these islands 
reach the depth and richness of the bass 
voices of the Slav countries. As an 
explanation some adduce the effect of 
climate; others blame the training. I 
began, on noticing the discussion, to take 
heed of the various voices that I heard in 
street or kitchen with a view to discover- 
ing their tendencies. It is a fact that all 
these untrained voices were high in pitch ; 
even men who normally used a low pitch 
in speaking, when they set to singing 
produced a voice high in the head, the 
general effect being dolorous in the 
extreme, and the singer often being 
unable to get the top notes as he wished. 
This almost nasal whine is not over-plea- 
sant, though it gives a notion of keening 
when the songs are sad. The only man 
I heard using a bass voice did so in order 
to be funny, and was successful in 
making Jonson’s drinking song very laugh- 
able. It looks as gor the: boycotting 
of the bass Voice is due, on the one hand, 
to the tyro being assured that it is ridi- 
culous, and on the other to the deter- 
mination that he will achieve a tenor as 
being nearer to the distortions of voice to 
which he is accustomed. Against such a 
decision the teacher must strive in vain.

PRESIDENT COSGRAVE’S VISIT TO 

AMERICA. sé 

Referring to the expenditure on the visit 
to the United States of President Cosgrave, 
the Minister for External Affairs and several 
officials of his Department, it is stated that 
£663 1s, of the ttoal cost, which was £956 
8s. 8d.. was borne by the Department of the 
President of the Executive Council, and the 
balance was borne on the vote for the De- 
partment of External Affairs. The Com. 
mittee does not pronounce on the character 
of thé visit, but suggests that the matter 
should first have been discussed in the Dail. 

“The visit,” it is added, ' was somewhat 
hurriedly arranged, and it may not have been 
feasible to introduce á supplementary -estí- 
mate beíore it took place.” 

THE PURCHASE OF RIFLE BARRELS. 

The report states that in February, 1925, 
a request for formal sénction for the pnr- 
chase of 3,000 rifle barrels was granted hy 
the Department of Finance: The Army 
Estimate was at the time in the hands of 
the last-mentioned Department. The figures 
of this estimate were shortly afterwards 
finally settled. At this stage a further 1e- 
quest was personally made by the Army 
Finance Officer, acting on a certificate of 
the Quartermaster-General, and as a matter 
of urgent necessity, to have the authority 
extended to 10,000 barrels. The Finance 
Department gave unofficial sanction, pro- 
vided that delivery could be effected within 
two months, the purpose being to avoid in- 
terference with the annual estimate for the 
following year, which was ready. his 
condition was not fulfilled, none of the by- 
rels was delivered before the 3lst Mareh, 
1926, only 8,600 of them arrived in the finan 
cial year 1927-28, and the balance was not in 
hands until June, 1928. -It also appears that 
up to June, 1929, only 1,000 had been fitted 
to reconditioned rifles. In view of these 
facts, the plea of urgency on which the ap- 
slication was grounded does not appear to 
ues been established. 

The Committee strongly supports the De- 
partment of Finance in its view that a re- 
newal of authority should have been sought. 
The action of the Department of Defence was 
very unsatisfactory in this respect. 

The fact. that the strength of the Army was 
rapidly decreased subsequently to the order 
for these rifle barrels is to be noted as an 
extenuating circumstance. 


SUNDAY SCHOOL 
WORKERS. 


CONFERENCE IN 


DUBLIN, 
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A conference of Sunday School workers 
held under the auspices of the Sunday School 
Society for Ireland was opened yesterday 
afternoon in the Church of Ireland Training 
College, Kildare place, Dublin. 

Mr. John Sibthorpe, who presided, in open- 
ing the proceedings on behalf of the Sunday 
School Society, welcomed the teachers and 
also the Rev. P. R. Cosgrave, who had comé 
to help them to keep in true perspective the 
relations which should exist between the 
Church and the Sunday School. Amid the 
many organisations attached to the Church 
there was just the danger that the Sunday 
School might be -jostled from its place. He 
hc ped that as a result of the Conference every 
on: of them would become more firmly 
att iched te the Church and more determined 
that, the Sanday School shall do its work for 
the Church, (Hear, hear.) 

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL MOVEMENT. 

The Rev, P. R. Cosgrave, M.A., formerly 
director of Religious Education in Down, 
Connor and Dromore, addressed the confer- 
ence on the position of the Sunday school 
in the Church of Ireland. Having briefly re- 
ferred to the history of the Sunday school 
movement from the fifteenth to tne eighteenth 
century, he said that it was not until 1907 
that the first residential training college for 
Sunday school teachers was set up by the 
Free Churches of England at Westhill, near 
Birmingham. In 1 a college for Church 
of England Sunday school teachers was in- 
stituted at Blackheath, and the result of that 
was that over thirty dioceses m England 
had now one or more fully trained Sunday 
school organisers; some parishes have the 
whole services of one organiser. Four hun- 
dred fully trained organisers had left the 


‘college after a full course, which now ex- 


tended to three years. He did not agree with 
the statements sometimes made that the 
Sunday schools in England were not better 
than those in Ireland. No doubt many were 
no better, but there were some that were a 
great deal better. 

In Ireland they had no organisation that 
could compare with that in England. While 
the Sunday School Society for Ireland was 
doing a good work by means of lectures and 
in other ways, he believed tha the 
time had come to start a campaign 
in the Church of Ireland on behalf of religious 
education, and he would suggest three lines 
of advance—(1) That a permanent Sunday 
School Workers’ Committee be set up, con- 
sisting of representatives from the thirteen 


dioceses in Ireland; that the members meet | 


at least quarterly and arrange regular con- 
ferences for Sunday School workers in various 
parts of Ireland; (2) organise one or more 
summer schools every year, these to last a 
week; and (5) to arrange training weeks, 
something om the lines of the C.M.S. Mis- 
sionary Schools; arrange parents’ confertnces 
on religious education in the Sunday school, 
the home, and the day school; and to hold 
an annual Sunday School Workers’ Service 
in one of the Cathedrals. 

Continuing, Mr. Cosgrave said that the 
establishment of a residential training college 
might at prestnt be considered hy some a 
dream, but they could look forward to it. 
lie did not see why they should not at 
least have a trained organiser in every 
diocese. 

A general discussion on the suggestions 
made by the lécturer then took place, and 
many questions were asked and answered. 

Miss F, Burroughs gave an interesting and 
informative demonsiration of Sunday school 
work. 

PRESSING PROBLEMS. 

The charge that the more pressing vro- 
blems of life were not brought forcibly to 
the minds of advanced pupils of Sunday 
schools was made by Miss Millington ie an 
address in the evening. She appealed to 
the teachers to dwell on these matters with 
more care, and to point out to the pupils, 
whose minds were in a stage in which they 
can easily be moulded, the evils attendant 
on gambling and the other vices. Miss 
Millington dwelt on the matter of Sunday 
School organisation, and gave many interest- 
ing illustrations of how these classes could 
be made more virile and educative. 

The Rev. P. R. -Cosgrave, M.A., spoke 
on “The Sunday School of To-Morrow,’’ 
and strongly advocated the principles cf 
grading of pupils in the classes. A scheiue 
eveloped on these lines would, he believed, 
result in greater benefits and advantayes, 
both to the teachers and the children. There 
was no comparison, he said, between tise 
teaching of fifty years ago and the teawhin’:

FAIRS ON THE STREETS. 

The holding of fairs on the public streets 
was very detrimental to the live stock in- 
dustry, considering the amount of unneces- 
sary hardship which stock are subjected to, 
and the Committee suggested that where fair 
“reens are not available they should be pro- 
vided; and, in cases where such are available, 
the local authorities should exercise their 
powers and insist on the fairs being confined 
to the fair greens. 

The question of the removal of the Dublin 
Cattle Market to a site adjacent to the North 
Wall, where space permits of a suitable 
market and lairage combined, is under con- 
sideration. The removal to the suggested 
site would prevent most of the present 
damage to stock caused by our antiquated 
system of marketing, and in this connection a 
conference was held between the City Com- 
missianers and members of the Committee. 

The earlier opening of banks on fair days 
was taken up with the Irish Bankers’ Joint 
Committee with satisfactory results.

REDUCED FREIGHTS NECESSARY. 

Mr, J. trey (Cork) said that a great 
amount of work had been done during the 
past twelve months. People who were draw- 
ing enormous revenues met them with a blank 
refusal when they had asked for a small con- 
cession, Their report showed that freight 
had increased from 66 to 120 per cent., and 
it would be for the members to see that these 
figures were reduced.

They regarded the restrictions on the ship- 
ment of cows—dairy cows, strippers ard fat 
cows—as a serious matter for this country.

From the cow the got their 
raw material, and producers in this country 
should try to imagine what their fairs would 
be if the restrictions were retained. If they 
were the stock would not be sold. ‘There was 
a conflict of opinion about inspection. Per- 
sonally, he did not think that the Inspectors 
of our own Veteri Department were 
primarily responsible. He thought that the 
authorities on the other side were exceeding 
their duty, and it was the business of the 
Department here to wait on the President >f 
the Ministry of Agriculture on the other side 
and place before him the facts of the situa- 
tion: If that was done he felt that the 
matter would get sympathetic consideration. 
As the restrictions stood, it would prevent 
cattle traders from carrying on their busi- 
ness. He coneluded by bearing testimony to 
the good work done by the Executive Com- 
mittee for the export trade during the past 
twelve months. 


VEXATIOUS ORDERS. 

Mr. M. Bermingham, vice-chairman, sup- 
porting the adoption of the report, said that 
certain vexatious orders in force would have 
to be modified or interpreted in a different 
manner if the cattle trade was to continue, 
This applied especialy to the fat and milch 
cow trade, which would be wiped out if 
no alteration was made. They were aware 
that this was a British Order, but they were 
entitled to know if it was being interpreted 
in a proper manner. They should wait upon 
the Free State Minister for Agriculture, and 
ask him to interview the British Minister, 
with a view to having the Order modified 
before the cow trade became a gamble. 


SUGGESTED SHIPPING COMPANY. 

Mr. C. D. Crowley said that they voiced 
the cattle trade of the country. In taking 
over the Silloth line they had no ambition 
to become ship-owners, but were trying to 
—— some means of attaining economic 
freedom. They wanted to make some deter- 
mined effort to get rid of the incubus of a 
monopoly. Roughly, there were 269,000 
farmers in the country, and taking the export 
figures it would be found that each of these 
produced eleven beasts for sale every year. 
A contribution of £1 from each of these 
farmers, with a contribution from those 
engaged in the export trade, would go a long 
way towards forming a strong shipping com- 
pany. By having competition shipping rates 
would be immediately reduced by 5s. per 
beast, and the farmer would effect a big 
Saving every year. They should take the 
necessary steps to do this now. 

Mr. John P. Cuffe said that the Association 
was thoroughly alive to the interests of 
shippers and producers. “ Unfortunately,” 
he said, “‘ we have our own Government now. 
The majority of the farmers fought to get 
that Government, with rights to make ‘their 
own laws, but we have got laws which have 
been penal: laws to the only trade in the 
country, and that is agriculture.”’ (Hear, 
hear.) 

They, as exporters and middlemen of the 
cattle industry, got very little s mpathy. 
Many laws had been made since 1921, “but 
before we had the majority of these laws,” 
added Mr. Cuffe, “we were much better off 
when we were sailing under the old flag.” 
(Hear, hear.) Then they had a sympathetic 
Department of Agriculture, which listened to 
their grievances and helped them in every 
possible way. The country was now being 
overned against the interests of the greatest 
amy’ in the country. 

Mr. Charles Ross said that, with regard to 
shipping difficulties, the only way to deal 
with them was to step shipping for a while, 
or else to have a shipping company, big or 
small, of their own, Mr, Barry represented 
the existing companies, and would regulate 
their rates. 

The report was adopted.

DEVELOPMENT OF 
CORK HARBOUR. 


NEW PROPOSALS 
EXPECTED. 
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haoM Our Sprctat CORRESPONDENT. 


CORK, Wednesday. 

Although the scheme recently put forward 
for the development of Cork Harbour has not 
yet been considered by the members of the 
local Harbour Board, it is evident that little 
value is attached to the proposals, I have 
been informed that because of prevalent dis- 
satisfaction, fresh proposals are likely to be 
put forward at the next meeting of the Board 
by Mr. Joseph N. Mullan, Executive Vice- 
‘President of the Ireland Corporation, of 
America, a wealthy American ‘ combine” 
which is, he said, to control sixty millions 
dollars for investment in this country. The 
“combine” is anxious to finance such a 
development, and with a view, therefore, to 
gaining first-hand information and obtaining 
uller knowledge of local conditions it has 
appointed its engineer, Mr. Jeremiah J. 
Collins, to inspect the harbour. 

Mr. Collins, who is descended from a West 
County Cork family, arrived here a few days 
ago. I met him this afternoon, after he had 
been conducted over the harbour. He con- 
sidered that the site at Little Island is not 
the most suitable for the purpose. This 
means virtually a reversion to some site 
nearer the entrance to the harbour—either at 
Cuskinny, as advocated by another American 
engineer in the Nicholson scheme of nine years 
ago, or at Queenstown. 

The most important thing is the provision 
of adequate means for trans-Atlantic liners 
to come alongside for the purpose of dis- 
embarking passengers or discharging ear 
Such accommodation can be had either at 
Cork or Cuskinny through the construction of 
a pier connected with the Great Southern 
Railway system, or at the deepwater quay at 
Queenstown, by the erection of ‘wharves and 
the deepening of the rivér channel to that 


point. 
MORE ECONOMICAL. 


The latter site would be the more 
economical, as the railway terminus at 
Queenstown is situated on this quay, and 
alongside, at Whitepoint, is the proposed 
seaplane base, now under consideration by 
the Commissioners. This site would, doubt- 
less, meet the requirements of the shippin 
companies concerned, and the elimination o 
the present tender service should induce a 
larger number of visitors to land at the port. 

If the wealthier type of American visitor 
to Europe could be induced to include Ireland 
in his tour, port development along these 
lines would be of tremendous value to the 
Free State. This was the view expressed by 
the Chairman of the Board (Mr. Richard 
Wallace) when I met him today. He pointed 
out that under present conditions the 
wealthier type of American does not touch 
Ireland at all, but goes straight to Cher- 
bourg, where he can take his motor car 
ashore and make a tour of Europe. 

“Hh we can influense these visitors by the 
more modern facilities provided,’ added Mr, 
Wallace, ‘‘ und by the ancestral, scenic and 
various characteristics of this country, we 
shall have first-class tourists arriving here, 
instead of travelling by the other routes to 
the Continent.’’ 

In addition, visitors would have established 
at Queenstown better direct communication 
with the Continent, the provision of which 
would be a further inducement to them to 
tour through Ireland before proceeding to 
Europe. 

FREE PORT PROPOSAL. 


Mr. Wallace does not subscribe to the view 
that the free port proposal is the least im- 
portant aspect of the | ; 
development of the Ford industry here this 
proposal, in his opinion, would scarcely be 
worthy of consideration. The present daily 
output is more than one hundred tractors, and 
this figure is expected to be doubled within 
the next few months. 

The huge output of Messrs. Henry Ford and 
Son’s Marina works is sent to virtually every 
country in the world, and to a very large 
extent the ships required to ‘transport it 
arrive in the Cork Port light. | 

If we had more area in the Harbour free 
from Customs’ duty, suggested Mr. Wallace, 
the large importers of Great Britain and else- 
where might be induced to take advantage 
of the storage facilities while awaiting orders. 

Mr. Wallace's views are largely those of 
the members of the Board, who were greatly 
impressed by the details of harbour develop- 
ments in various parts of the world, which 
were carried out under the supervision of Mr. 
Collins. These were contained in @ series of 
cinematographic pictures, exhibited’ at the 
boardroom to-day. They showed the work of 
constructing the longest, bridge in the world 
at San Francisco. | 

Mr. Collins was not willing to reveal his 
views in regard to the best site for the 
development scheme, ‘' I have just completed 
the preliminary. examination,”’ w said, “ but 
the. more I see of Cork Harbour the more | 
am impressed with its potentialities for 
developments along the lines required for 
modern shippinz.”’

War and Discipline, 
All right-thinking people must hope 


} that the ‘twentieth century will mark 


the beginning of an era when physical 
strife. will cease to be the final 
appeal of nations in their disputes 
with one another. Yesterday, at the 
Foreign Office, Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, 
addressing British © journalists,  dis- 
cussed the prospects of the Five-Power 
Naval Conference. The British Govern- 
ment, he claimed, took its stand on such 
instruments. as the Covenant of the League 
of Nations, the Washington Treaty of 
1922, the Locarno Treaties and the Paris 


Pact of Peace. Thus, he continued, mili- 


tary and. naval forces must bear some 
relation to the immediate risks of war. 
It is not necessary at present to follow 
the Prime Minister into the more detailed 
aspirations of the Government concerning 
disarmament. We trust that every hope 
in this direction will be fulfilled and that 
the nations will be able to devote their 
undivided energies to the trivia! round, 
the common task. Indeed; there is reason 
to suppose that better days are ahead. 
The United States’ proposals, if more 
technical, at least display an apparent 
desire for the limitation of navies. A new 
Jules Verne can foresee. a time when a 
model of a battleship or a submarine will 
be viewed by the youth of later centuries 
with the detached interest that to-day we 
accord to a bow used at Crécy, or a 
Mycenwan sword which our imagination 
permits us to visualise in action on the 
banks of the Shamander. ‘‘ The old order 
changeth’’; let us ensure that the new 
order shall be at least as good. 

A few nights ago the naval tug St. 
Genny was overwhelmed by a heavy sea 
off Cape Ushant, and only five men were 
rescued, ‘‘ All the ship’s crew,” says a 
survivor, “ acted as if ‘they were at 
exercises.”” We have become so much 
accustomed to this orderly facing of 
death by His Majesty’s forces that 
whence 
it springs. . Yet the fruits of these 
episodes have permeated all our lives. 
Was it abstract courage or a new philo- 
sophy that enabled the civilians on the 
Titanic to die as gentlemen ought to die? 
Surely the traditions of the old bowyer, 
of Cromwell's new model cavalry, Marl- 
borough’s infantry and the thin, red line 
of the Peninsula all played their shadowy, 
but. effectual,, parts, Discipline is the 
virtue—and the only virtue—that divides 
mass heroism from mass panic. Human 
beings are. so constituted that’ they 
can . produce suprame efforts only for 
supreme occasions. Thus, hitherto, war, 
with its menace of sudden death, has 
been ‘the pivot of disciplinary instruction. 
The. men who died stoically on the 
St. Genny and. the Birkenhead con- 


ducted themselves in this wise only

heroic unselfishness as war—but never 
in the mass. The ““pacifists” must 
offer to posterity a new peg. upon 
which it can hang its collective courage. 
An ideal is a wonderful thing, but alone 
it tends to breed heroic cranks. Assassins 
like Balthasar Gerard are of this number. 
The reasoned discipline of a nation is 
possible only when it is based upon the 
‘subconscious realisation of a nation’s 
need. An answer to this. problem may 
not be found with case, but to doubt its 
existence would be a heresy. We recog- 
nise that the chief danger to a world 
freed from the threat of war is indis- 
cipline. It would be sad if history should 
prove that we had left the frying pan 
oly to enter the fire.

At a meeting of the Business Men’s 
Association in Dublin last night a-protest 
was registered against the Poor Retief 
Act, which was passed into law recently 
by the Free State Parliament. This 
Association has into being as a 
result of the attitude 
towards the business community. -When 
the Poor Relief Bill was being -dis- 
cussed the Dublin Chamber of Commerce 
criticised the measure severely and 
suggested an alternative scheme of 
relief. Mr. Mulchay received a deputa- 
tion, but refused to n®&ke any appreciable 
changes in the bill, and when, at 
a later date, another deputation of 
business men approached him, he declined 
to grant it an interview. The body that

making an effort to protect the interests 
of the business community. Last night’s 
arguments against the Poor Relief Act 
were very. sound;* but, as Mr. David 
Charles pointed out very properly, they 
came too late. If the business men of the 
Free State tad been organised efficiently, 
the Poor Relief Act never could have been 
passed into law. The measure, however, 
was almost on the Statute Book before 
any real attempt was made to combat its 
Irish business men 
are notoriously apathetic where their own 
interests are concerned, and, if the Poor 


into useful activity in their own defence, 
it will have served an excellent purpose. 
The Dublin Union Commissioners announce 
that they propose to limit their demands 
under the new Act for the present year 
to a sum which will add two shillings in 
the pound to the annual bill of every 
metropolitan ratepayer. The citizen whose 
house is valued at £40 will pay An addi- 
tional £4 per annum—an impost which 
will more than annul any financial advan- 
tage that may accrue to him in conse- 
quence of a possible reduction in his 
electric light bill under the new Shannon 
rates. Big business men in the city will 
be forced to pay very considerable sums 
towards the upkeep of immigrant paupers ; 
and there seems to be little doubt that one 
of the results of the new Act will be a 
contraction in commercial activities, with 
a consequent increase in unemployment. 
If, however, Ministers treat the ‘business 
community with contempt, business men 
themselves are largely to blame. A body 
like the Business Men’s Association, if it 
were organised properly, could do much 
good. After all, most of the rates are 
paid by the trading community. Every 
increase falls most heavily on the business 
men, and, if they do not take steps to 
protect themselvés from unfair imposi- 
tions, nobody else will come to their aid. 
The Poor Relief Act provides a glaring 
instance of the Government's indifference 
to the ratepayers’ interests. There have 
been other instances in the past, and we 
have no doubt that they will be repeated 
in the future. The birth of a Business 
Men’s Association is a hopeful sign, but 
it must pursue a constructive policy. 


Lamp-Posts. 


The parish council of a Derbyshire 
village which is about to instal electricity 
is anxious that the standards to support 
its public lamps shall be in keeping with 
the scenery of the district. Various 
societies, including the Royal Institute of 
British Architects and the Council for the 
Preservation of Rural England, have been 
consulted on the question. Designs have 
been submitted for posts in concrete, iron 
and a combination of oak and metal. The 
parish council’s search has revealed the 
fact that there is a curious lack of artistic 
designs for lamp-posts. Those which are 
submitted normally by the trades em- 
ployed in their production are undis- 
tinguished and of a most distressing 
Similarity, whereas the attractive designs 
submitted by the artistic industries 
bureaux and _ craftworkers’ associations 
call for large expense. The problem, how- 
ever, is less difficult of solution in a small 
community, such as our Derbyshire 
village, than in a city. In strict fact the 
severe lamp-posts of Dublin are less ugly 
than those of most cities; yet, if we look 
at one of ‘Malton’s views of Dublin, drawn 
about the beginning of the nineteenth 
century, we shall realise how much even 
comparatively harmless . lamp-standards 
can detract from the appearance’ of a 
street. The iron of commerce has entered 
into the soul of beauty. In Malton’s days 
the eye surveyed a long vista of roadway, 
flanked by austere, but imposing, houses, 
and over-arched by sky. At present the 
view is impeded. by a network of overhead

The Prime Minister (Mr. Ramsay Macdonald) yesterday received

Britain's attitude to the Conference. 

lf un agreement was to be made, he said, it must be fair, and must 
not be a danger to the security of any nation. 

An agreement, disappointing in itself, which yet secured a stop to 
naval competition would a good agreement. 

The British Government would do everything possible, consistent 
with the needs of the country, to show the world that it was prepared 
to go step by step to a satisfactory solution of the disarmament question. 

Britain, however, would not disarm by way of example, because the 
Goverment did not believe that to be either safe or wise.

\ccording to the Prime Minister’s state- 
nt, the British Government takes its 

stand upon the numerous instruments for 

ucreasing world security which have becn 
neluded since the war, such as the 
wenant of the League of Nations, the 

Washington Treaty of 1922, the Locarno 

‘Treaties, the Optional Clause, and finally, 
it certainly not least, the Paris Pact of 

Peace. In addition there -has been a 

number of remonal agreements to which 

the parties attached considerable import- 
e as guarantees for peace. The British 

(Government feels that the cumulative 

effect of these arrangements should enable 

the Conference to make some real advance 
in the way of world disarmament. 

The Government takes the view that a 
military force must bear some relation to 
the immediate risks of war, and that, if 
risks of war have gone down, military 
forces should be reduced accordingly. One 
of the main difficulties is the constant 
change in fleet values, due largely to the 
development of the aeroplane and the sub- 
marme. For the last. seven years or so 
there has been a very dangerous tendency 
shown in expanding naval armaments. 

\ttempts have been made to get agree- 

ments and have failed, with the result 

that fleet after fleet tended to creep up. 

If that went on for any length of time, 

however short, 1t must increase: insecurity 

and stimulate competitive building. .The 

British Government, therefore, said that 

the only way to stop building was to get 

an agreement. That was exemplified in 
the case of battleships at Washington. 

There has been no competition in battle- | 

ship building since 1922. 


THREE MODES OF REDUCTION. 
One of the great preblems that the Con- 
fevence has to face is that the position of 
the navies of the nations 1s not the same.

The general purpose of the Conference 
is to pave the way for a successful settle- 
ment of the Preparatory Commission’s 
work at Geneva, so that the Comission 
may finish its work and report to the 
Assembly of the League, in order that the 
Assembly may then be in a position to 
summon, with some prospect of success, 
the general Disarmament Conference. 
Yet the British Government hopes that 
any agreement reached at the London Con- 
ference will come into effect at once. 


THE FRENCH SUGGESTION. 

With regard to the suggestion in the 
French Memorandum about a Mediter- 
ranean agreement, the British (Covern- 
ment’s view is that any agreement of that 
kind would requite to be initiated with 
all the interested parties present. All the 
intérested parties in a possible Mediter- 
ranean agreement will not. be present at 
the London Conference. For example, no 
settlement of a Medjterranean agreement 
would be possible wishout the presence of 
Spain.

POLICE FIRE ON 
COMMUNISTS. 
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From Revrer’s Corresronpenr. 

BERLIN, Wednesday. 

Four demonstrators were killed and 
fifteen injured in a serious conflict to-day 
between the police and Communist work- 
men in the neighbourhood of Hartsmanns- 
dorf, to the north of Chemnitz, the great 
industrial centre in Saxony. 
Thousands of Communists, reinforced by 
unemployed from Chemnitz and other 
places, took part in a demonstration out- 
side a factory, as a protest against the 
unjust treatment which, they declared, had 
been meted out in the law courts to their 
fellow-workers on strike. 


POLICE FIRE ON RIOTERS. 

The police were received with a shower 
of stones. They then used their firearms. 
killing four of the demonstrators and 
wounding fifteen. Three policemen also 
were injured. 
Lively scenes are expected to-night in 
Berlin, where, in spite of meetings having 
been forbidden by the police, the Com- 
munists have announced their intention of 
organising demonstrations in all parts of 
the city. The Chief of Police, consequently, 
has cancelled all furlough, and the entire 
police force is being hept in readiness for 
possible outbreaks. 


THE BERLIN RIOTING. 

BERLIN, 9 p.m. 

The anticipated troublesome demonstra- 
tions by Communists ‘this evening have 
eventuated. Riots have broken out in 
three different districts of the capital—in 
the fashionable West: End in the north- 
east, and in the notorious neighbourhood 
in the working-class north, which is called 


Wedding. 
A mass meeting was held in memory of 
Liebknecht and Rose Luxemburg, the 


Socialist agitators, who are regarded by 
German Communists as having suffered 
martyrdom at the hands of the authorities. 

Following upon this meeting the Com- 
munists, in face of the police prohibition, 
went out to demonstrate in the streets. 
A gang of about three hundred, some 
wearing the uniform of the banned “ Red 
Front ” organisation, marched down tho 
Potsdamerstrasse, one of the main 
thorougrfares of Berlin’s West End. 


POLICE SEVERELY HANDLED. 

When they were held up by a strong 
force of police the rioters tried to force 
their way through the ranks of their 
opponents. The police fired in the air 
and used their batons freely, but were 
in a difficult position until the arrival of 
strong reinforcements enabled them to 
clear the streets. . 

In the North two policemen were set 
upon by a gang and beaten with knuckle- 
dusters. Qn the approach of reinforce- 
ments the Communists made their escape. 

A Communist Reichstag deputy has 
been arrested after a hard struggle with 
rioters. Up to now twenty Communists 
are in custody. 

Collisions with the police also occurred 
this afternoon at Madgeburg at a meeting 
of unemployed, one policeman being 
injured and three rioters arrested.

But God remained with them, and 
even in the midst of the Danish invasion 
He raised up great Christian men to fight 
their battles and to preserve the Irish 
nation for the world, Such men were 
Niall, King of Tara; Murtagh, King of 
Tirconnell, and Cellachan, King of 
Cashel. And then Brian, King of the 
whole island, united our people and led 
them to victory under his upraised 
crucifix at Clontarf. 

After Clontarf the monasteries and 
schools sprang up again. Poets and 
historians wrote of the glories of their 
people, and the foundations of a Gaelic 
literature were laid. The University of 
Armagh, with its three thousand students, 
was at the height of its glory less than a 
century after the death of King Brian. 
Metal-workers were Mallon the 
Crosiers of Cashel, Lismore and Clonmac- 
noise, the Cross of Cong, and the Shrine 
of St. Manchan. 

KEEPING THE FAITH,

THE PHILOSOPHY OF 
EDUCATION. 


SOURCES OF THE SYSTEM. 


“ The Philosophy of Education”’ was che 
title of the lecture given by Professor R. J 
Fynne, T.C.D., at the meeting of the Dublin 
Writers’ Club, at 5 Leinster street, Dublin, 
last night. There was a good attendance, 
and Mr. Fitzgerald Studdert was in the chair. 

Professor Fynne said that every layman 
who thinks about education seriously attaches 
to it his own meaning, assigns to it purposes 
of his own choice, has his own peculiar views 
as to what should and what should not be 
taught and pursued in schools, while some 
do not hesitate to air their views on teaching 
techniqne. In brief, every man who thinks 
about it has his own little philosophy of 
education, which is, of course, dependent 
upen his philosophy of life. Be a 
philosphy of education we mean simply a 
great thought or theory or conception—or a 
system of thoughts, theories or conceptions— 
which will enable us to see education as a 
whole: to understand, interpret, explain all 
its phenomena and “their _ inter-relations 
with the»spatio-temporal world or wniverso, 
with matter, life and mind. It must enabie 
us to view education—understand, interpret, 
explain it—in terms of human existence and 
experience, in which matter, life and mind 
find their basic unity.

The declaration 
spoke of one or more creditor. Powers bring- 
ing an application before the Permanent 
Court. As such a question would relate to 
the repudiation of the plan by Germany, it 
would presumably be the concern of all the 
creditor Powers, and they would all be 
parties to any application to the Court. The 
text seemed to contemplate a case of dis- 
crimination between the different creditor 
Powers, and he assumed ‘there could not be 
a question of independent action in other 
circumstances. 


A FRENCH EXPLANATION. 

M. Tardieu explained that-it was intended 
to leave any of the Creditor Powers the 
right to raise questions before the Court, 
but that it was always possible that, what- 
ever the Court decided, the various Creditor 
Pewers might appreciate the decision 
differently from the political standpoint. It 
was, therefore, expressly put in those words. 

Dr. Wirth confirmed the statment that the 
contingency contemplated was a case in 
which a single Power felt that it had been 
discriminated against. 

Mr. Snowden said that he simply wished 
to have this explanation, and he was per- 
fectly content to uccept the declaration on 
the basis of the explanations given. 

On the other questions before the “' Big 
Six’ the German proposals in regard to 
amending the law requiring the Reichsbank 
to co-operate in the ‘Young’ Plan were sub- 
mitted and were, with some slight verbal 
alrerations, agreed to in principle and re- 
ferred to the jurists. 


A LAST MOMENT HITCH. 

The “question of Mobilisation’ was post- 
poned till to-morrow morning, when it is 
aiso hoped to clear up the liquidation of the 
past. There will, therefore, be a plenary 
meeting of the German Commission on 
Friday afternoon to wind, up the Hague Con 
ference, even if, no settlement hes been 
reached on the non-Reparations question. 

A hitch has occurred at the last moment 
on the question of ‘liquidated ‘German 
property in Australia, and the agreement 
which had been reached between Germanv 
and Australia in this matter has not yet 
been signed.

There was unanimous 
Sympathy With the objects of the bill, but 
also unanimous disapproval of the methods 
proposed therein. It was the feeling of the 
meeting that the effects of the bill in its pre- 
sent form on the business community would 
result in increasing unemployment, and 
thereby involve ever-increasing amounts to 
he levied from the already heavily burthened 
bmsiness man. Professional men with 
big incomes, and civil servants with 
big salaries, did not come within its 
scope and were not. therefore asked 


relief of the unemployed. As a result of 
their deliberations an alternative scheme was 
propounded which would enable the objects 
of the bill to he achieved without imposing 
a crushing burthen on the already over- 
burthened ratepayers. <A deputation was 
elected to wait upon the Minister to place 
before him the views of the meeting. It. 
was felt, however, that no useful purpose 
could be served in approaching him, especi- 
ally in view of the cold reception accorded 
to the deputation from the Chamber of Com. 
merce, unless the business community made 
clear to him that they were prepared to fight, 
if necessary, for the preservation of their 
rights and interests. Accordingly, the meet- 
ing formed an association called the Business 
Men’s Association, and instructed the deputa- 
tion to convene a public meeting under its 
auspices, should the Minister pfove obdurate 
or refuse to meet them. 
OBJECT OF THE MEETING. 

As you have already learned through the 
Press, the Minister not only refused to receive 
the deputation, but went as far as to say 
that he could not and would not be in- 
fluenced in the matter by any conversation 
which he might have with the representatives 
of the business community. In view of the 
definite direction, the Committee felt bound to 
convene @ public meeting, and while I do not 
wish In any way to prejudice the minds of 
my hearers, I, personally, am of opinion that

In conclusion, I would like to make it clear 
that we do not propose to discuss at this | 
meeting the merits or demerits of the Poor 
Relief Bill.

In regard to the general economic aspect 
of the situation he was not quite in sympathy 
with people who were continuously criticising 
the fogislutive assembly that operated in 
this State at the moment, although he could 
criticise it very effectively.

RURAL DISTRICT COUNCIL 
AND THE INCREASES.

SEVERAL REDUCTIONS. 


The North Dublin. Rural District Council, 
at a special meeting yesterday, considered and 
adopted the annual estimate of demand. 

The total of fhe demand is £16,240, as com- 
pared with £13,341 for the year 1929. The 
expenditure has increased by £2,899, and re- 
ceipts by £316, leaving a net increase of 
£2,583. To this must be added (estimated) 
debit balance at the end of March of £700, 
which makes a total increase of £35,285, or 
lid. in the £. 

Mr. John Kelly, Vice-Chairman, presided 
at the meeting, and the other members pre- 
sent were Messrs. P. Baggot and M. Lawlor. 

The estimates submitted by the Clerk (Mr. 
Conry) showed that the principal increase 
has taken place in respect of repayment of 
loans, amounting to £2,726, due to the build- 
ing of labourers’ cottages under No.- 7 
scheme, to the provision of a water-main to 
Coolock Village, and a new main sewer, from 
Ashtown to the Dublin City boundary. 

The total receipts amounted to £5,452. 
The expenditure showed a net increase of 
£2,899, while receipts showed an increase oí 
£515, leaving a net increase of £2,583, to 
which must be added the estimated debit 
balance at the end of March next of £700, 
making a total increased demand of £3,283, 
or lld. in the &. 

On the motion of Mr. Baggot, seconded by 
Mr. Lawlor, the estimate of demand was 
adopted. 

COUNTY SURVEYOR'S REPORT. 

The Countv Surveyor submitted his report 
on the condition of public works, and the 
execution of contracts in the rural district for 
the quarter ended 3lst December last. He 
stated that the road apd works had been 
maintained in fair order. . The work of re- 
constructing the roads to suit modern ! fiic 
had been virtually at a standstill for the 
past two years. Before that many, of the 
trunk roads were put in a condition suitable 
for the traffic using them, but there were 
still many miles of important roads which 
required. reconstruction, and there was an 
enormous volume of work to be done on 
the secondary roads, so as to secure a fair 
life for them.at an economic cost of mainten- 
anes. The life of the roads of the district 
at present was too short. This was due to 
their weak construction, and until a regular 
programme of reconstruction was undertaken 
the cost of maintaining them would remain 
relatively high. If the work of reconstruc- 
tion was left over much longer the roads 
now in good condition would be worn. out. 

Referring to the road estimate for 1930- 
1931, he stated that the grant in aid of 
maintenance was calculated on a 40 per cent. 
basis for both trunk and link roads, and the 
policy of the new system, by which the 
liability of the Road Fund is extended equally 
to all classes of main roads, is one of the 
utmost importance. 7 

He estimated £4,080 for the maintenance of 
trunk roads and £8,350 for link roads. The 
Government grant on these roads would 
amount to £4,972. For local roads a sum of 
£7,700 would be required, and the net amount 
to he levied on the rates was £15,158, 

The Council went into the figures in detail, 
and reduced the total sum from £15,158 to 
£12,900. The estimate of £4,080 for trunk 
roads was reduced by £880, the links road’ 
estimate by £1,050, and local roads by £1,100. 

The estimate was adopted.

A MEMORABLE HUNT. 


To compensate for a blank day on Thurs 
day, these hounds had a really great hunt 
last Saturday. Meeting at Clondaw, Ballv- 
mote gorse was drawn blank, but a fox from 
Dowd's Brow gave us a nice hunt through 
Oulartwick as if for Oulart, then left-handed, 
and was marked to ground near Clondaw.

A countryman reported 
that he saw a hound catching hold of the 
fox, and that he got away again. However

The hearing of the appeal by way of case 
stated of the City of Dublin Steam Packet 
Company (in liquidation) against an assess- 
ment, to corporation profits tax made upon 
them by the Revenue Commissioners was con- 
cluded. The company had been assessed in 
the sum: fo £3,031 1ás. corporation profits 
tax m respect of profits in the accounting 
po“ of twelve months ended on the 28th 
ebruary, 1925; and against this assessment 
they appealed to the Commissioners for the 
Special Purposes of the Income Tax Acts «n 
the ground that the company was not a com- 
pany carrying on any ‘trade or business rr 
any undertaking of a similar character within 
the meaning of Section 52, Sub-section (2) :a) 
of the Finance Act, 1920. 

Having carefully considered the facts and 
the arguments submitted to them, the Special 
Commissioners were of opinion, and so deter- 
mined, that the appellant company, from the 
lith August; 1924, until the im Decemher, 
1924 (the date of the appointment oí the 
official liquidator), and through the official 
liquidator, from the 15th December, 1924, 
until the 28th February, 1925, carried on a 
trade or business or an undertaking of a 
similar character, which trade, or business, 
or undertaking included the holding of in- 
vestments, the receiving of dividends, vhe 
meeting of current liabilities out of the funds 
of the company, and the general custody of 
same, pending the ultimate distribution ; and 
that profits chargeable to corporation profits 
tax arose to the appellant company during 
the portion of the accounting period from 
the llth August, 1924, to the 28th February, 
1925. from the trade, or business, or under- 
taking carried on by the appellant company. 

The Special Commissioners confirmed the 
assessment, and stated a case for the Opinion 
of the High Court, the question of law being, 
in effect, whether or not the Special Com- 
missioners were right in determining as they 
had done.

THE ERECTION OF AN 
ALTAR.

ACTION BEGUN IN 1883. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

Judgment was delivered in a case in regard 
to the validity of a provision in a will by 
which a sum was bequeathed for the erection 
of a private altar in the Convent of Mount 
Saint Mary, at Carndonagh, Co. negal, for 
the purpose of celebrating Masses íor the 
testatrix and her family, while the balance 
was to be expended as her daughter «might 
direct. The amount of the bequest was N 
and was contained in the will of Jane Moore 
Doherty, deceased, of Red Castle, in County 


. Donegal, near Derry, who was a very wealthy 


lady. The action was commenced in 1883 for 
the administration, of her real and personal 


estate. The plaintiffs were Elizabeth, etta, 


Stuart and Mary Cochrane, the younger ¢hil- 
dren of the only daughter of the testatrix; 
while the defendants were Mr. James G./N., 
Harvey, estate agent, Derry, executor of the 
will of the Hon. Capt. Cochrane, son-in-law 
of the testatrix. and Major HE. F. E. E, 
Cochrane, the grandson of the testatrix, and 
the tenant for life of the estate. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that the testatrix 
died in January, 1882, and her dhagl;ter, 
Mrs. Cochrane, died in December, 1928, with- 
out having erected the altar. It was con- 
tended that the words: ‘‘to enable her to 
erect a private altar, etc.,’’ did not imply a 
trust, but was a mere statement of the reason 
for the gift. But the provision that the 
daughter was not to be bound to carry out 
the bequest for five years clearly implied that 
at the end of the five years an obligation was 
imposed. Besides, where a surplus was ex- 
pressly given beneficially that rather implied 
that the original gift was not beneficial. It 
was further contended that since Mrs. 
Cochrane was entitled to the surplus, and 
might spend as little as she pleased 
on the altar, the amount applicable to the 
performance of the trust was indefjaite. He 
did not agree that the cost of erecting an 
appropriate altar was something intrinsically 
so indefinite that it could not be the subject 
of an inquiry such as had been directed im a 
number of cases to which he referred; but 
there was no care where for the purpose of 
determining how much passed under the gift 
of a residue an inquiry had to be ditected tá 
ascertain what would have been the cost of 
carrying out a purpose which had failed.

There was no segregation in the case 
before them of the facts mm respect of the 
accounting year up to llth August, 1924, and 
between that and February, 1925. After the 
presentation of the petition it appeared that 
the directors held meetings during August, 
September, October and November, and it 
was quite obvious that, although the dissolu- 
tion of the company was pending, any of the 
business which had to be transacted in the 
meantime was transacted at these meetings 
by the directors, and it did not appear that 
anything done, save )n one respect, was after- 
wards called in question in court. 

His lordship was unable to see that it was 
possible for the Court to hold that as from 
14th August, when the petition for winding 
up was presented, any liability of the 
company to pay corporation profits tax was 
terminated. It did appear that a consider- 
able income was derived during the account- 
ing period, and that, save for the fact that 
the winding-up order was made, everything 
went on as it had gone on in the year prior 
to August, 1924...

- Between January 15 and February 15 
holders of the 5 per Cent.

There is little or nothing 
in the relative prices of the two stocks, or 
the amount of accrued dividend to make 
holders eager to accept the terms. Interest 
for five months will be paid on the new 
stock on May 1 next, and by that time five 
months’ interest will have accrued on the 5 
per Cent. War Loan. The point that holders 
of the latter will have to consider most is 
whether it is an advantage to exchange into 
a stock which cannot be repaid before 1944. 
On the other hand, the 5 per Cent. War 
Loan may be repaid practically at any time 
now, at least in theory, though there is a 
faint prospect of this being possible for 
covers years to come, owing to the excep- 
tionally large amount outstanding, and ex- 
cept in the case of conversion operations: tlie 
Loan cannot be dealt with piecemeal—that is 
to say. the Government could scarcely give 
notice to holders, say, of £100,000,000 of the 
stock, that it would be repaid at a certain 
date. There is the further important circum- 
stance that income tax is not deducted from 
the interest on 5 per Cent. War Loan in the 
case of registered holdings, or of stock held 
by those resident abroad. 


A Question of Exchange. 


Holders of some other British Government 
securities might consider the question whether 
an exchange of their stock for the new 5 p.c. 
Conversion Loan might not be an advantage. 
The 34 p.c. Conversion issue, for example, is 
quéted at a price at which, allowing for 
accrued dividend, the yield is barely 44 p.c. 
It is true that this return can be regarded 
as a permanent one, seeing that the loan is 
only repayable after 1961. At the present 
price the 5 p.c. Conversion B Stock yields 

ractically 44¢ p.c., or i p.c. more than the 
4 p.c. Conversion Loan, but a purchaser of 
the former could not look for a continuance 
of the yield beyond 1944, when the stock 
may be redeemed. A similar consideration 
applies to 24 p.c. Consols, which at the 
current price of 544 yields rather less than 
4§ p.c., or not so much as 34 p.c. Conversion. 

e former stock, of course, is virtually irre- 
deemable, and it is favoured by some people 
on the ground that the low quotation gives 
scope for appreciation in capita] value in the 
event of a period of easy money. ,
